‘Not guilty’ on both 
articles of impeachment

President Donald Trump won 
impeachment acquittal 
Wednesday in the U.S. Senate, 
bringing to a close only the 
third presidential trial in Amer- 
ican history with votes that split 
the country, tested civic norms 
and fed the tumultuous 2020 
race for the White House. 

With Chief Justice John Ro- 
berts presiding, senators sworn 
to do “impartial justice” stood 
at their desks to state their 
votes for the roll call - “guilty” 
or “not guilty” - in a swift tally 
almost exclusively along party 
lines. Visitors, including the 
president’s allies, watched from 


the crowded gallery. Roberts 
read the declaration that 
Trump “be, and is hereby, ac- 
quitted of the charges.” 

The outcome followed 
months of remarkable impeach- 
ment proceedings, from Speak- 
er Nancy Pelosi’s House to 
Mitch McConnell’s Senate, 
reflecting the nation’s unrelent- 
ing partisan divide three years 
into the Trump presidency. 

What started as Trump’s 
request for Ukraine to “do us a 
favor” spun into a far-reaching, 
28,000-page report compiled 
by House investigators accusing 
an American president of en- 
gaging in shadow diplomacy 
that threatened U.S. foreign 
relations for personal, political 
gain as he pressured the ally to

Daniel Maberry, the beloved 
Mansfield head football coach 
who had built a winning pro- 
gram and inspired students for 
two decades, died on Tuesday 
after a two-year bout with can- 
cer.

A new residency program at Baylor Scott & 
White All Saints Medical Center, in partnership 

with the TCU and University of North Texas 
Health Science Center School of Medicine, will 
elevate Fort Worth’s profile as a center for med- 
ical research, officials said Wednesday, while 
helping to address a statewide physician short- 
age. 

The program is a major step forward for the 
medical school, said Dean Dr. Stuart Flynn, and 
will help attract talented young doctors from 
across Texas and the country to Fort Worth. 
Some graduates of the TCU and UNT medical 
school, which accepted its first class last year, 
may qualify for the residency program. 

“Residence plays a significant role in patient 
care, notably expanding patient access and care 
for underserved populations,” Flynn, the med- 
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Dr. Kip Hinkle, who will oversee a new joint 
residency program between Baylor Scott & White - 
Fort Worth and the TCU and UNTHSC School of 
Medicine speaks at the announcement Wednesday. 


innovation in a variety of areas, including quality 
and patient safety initiatives.” 

The joint endeavor will be capable of training 
150 new doctors a year by 2028, with the first 
residency class starting in July 2021. 

In its first year, the program will focus on 
training 15 doctors in internal medicine and 
eight in emergency medicine. The program will 
add an OBGYN residency and a general surgery 
residency by 2023. Once the surgery program is

Arlington takes first step 
to increase sales tax

The Arlington City Council 
took the first step Tuesday to 
place a proposed quarter-cent 
sales tax increase on the May 2 
ballot. 

The council voted 8-0, with 
councilwoman Helen Moise not 
present. The proposal will come 
before the council a final time 
on Feb. 11. If approved, voters 
will be asked to boost the rate to 
8.25%, the highest allowed by 
law. 

The city’s sales tax includes a 
half cent for the debt on Globe 
Life Field and AT&T Stadium. 
One cent goes to the general 
fund, a quarter cent goes toward 
street maintenance, and the 
other 6.25% goes to the state. 
The city expects to raise $68.4 
million in 2020 through its sales 
tax, accounting for 25.4% of its 
general fund revenues. Property 


lion. 

The city hopes a sales tax 
increase would provide some 
property tax relief, said City 
Manager Trey Yelverton said. 
Also limits on property tax 
revenue increases also create a 
need for new tax revenue, he 
said. 

“By necessity we need to 
expand our tax base to provide 
services our residents expect,” 
he said. 

Linda Wright was among 
eight residents who spoke 
against the proposal. She doubts 
the sales tax would create prop- 
erty tax relief. She hasn’t seen 
her bill from the city decrease in 
years and thinks the tax should 
be on a November ballot, with 
more voter education between 
now and then. 

Residents also questioned the 
timing and place of the vote. 
The vote came during an after- 
noon session in the briefing 
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
